"Lata uight's debate iu tbo <'ouimotu 
on tbe mail subsidy to the ( uundiau 
Pacific Ewjirtnui *tmnu-rs showed that 
the British government was continually 
pressing tin* Canadian government to 
complete a through fast service to tbo 
Far Bast lty an effective Atlantic link." 

Mr. Austin Chamberlain, replying to 
Mr. James Caldwell, admitted that the 
expectations With-which the British gov¬ 
ernment had subsidised t lid l'acihc 
steamers bad not been fulfilled. 

*’ The present service u China and 
Japan is of very little advantage as a 
mail service,' he said.
